I'ouUry 
keepers who desire to thoroughly 
eradicate lice from their flocks should 
write the United SUtes Department 
of Agrlenlflira, WaaUngton, D. v., 
for Farmers' Bulletin SOI. which 
gives, with full details of the nse of 
sodium iiiioriii. complete Information 
oil the control of mites and lice.
